often watch out for signs that may indicate there is 
something wrong at the residence of an elderly person. 

The Marion Council on Aging, with the assistance 
of the Rochester Postal Service, will now offer Marion 
senior citizens a way to feel extra secure through the U.S. 
Postal Service "Carrier Alert Program.'' 

With the Carrier Alert Program, senior residents 
can register with the COA to receive a special sticker 
to place inside the mailbox indicating the presence of a 
senior citizen at the residence. This will alert the mail 
carrier to watch out for signs of distress, specifically the 
piling up of mail over a number of days. 

If a resident's mail remains uncollected in the 
mailbox for three days without covering up the sticker to 
notify the carrier that they are away from the home for a 
period of time, the mail carrier will take further steps to 
ensure the resident is not in any danger. 

The mail carrier will call the COA to alert them of 
the possibility of a problem and a representative from the 
COA will attempt to contact the resident.

their emergency contact information to the CO A, who will 
use it in case of emergency to check on the welfare of the 
resident. 

If the CO A is still unable to contact the resident, 
they will alert the Police Department to arrive at the home 
for a welfare check. 

The Carrier Alert Program allows for an extra set 
of eyes to look out for Marion seniors still living at home. 

"Everyone agreed that it's a good idea/' said 
Susan Schwager, Marion COA director. "Anything that 
would help those who want to remain in their home." 

Schwager said all senior residents have to do is 
call her, provide their emergency contact information, and 
within a couple days a sticker would be provided. 

The cost was minimal, said Schwager, saying the 
COA budget will only expend about $10 for the stickers. 

Schwager said some might perceive the Carrier 
Alert Program as an invasion of privacy of sorts, but she 
said the sticker is placed on the inside of the mailbox 
where only the mail carrier would see it. 

"I see no reason why they wouldn't want another 
set of eyes on them, especially if they're living alone" said 
Schwager. "It will give residents some peace of mind, and 
their loved ones peace of mind."

member Eileen Marum. 

Selectmen appeared confused by the 
correspondence, and looked to Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson to explain what sort of action the board could 
take that evening. 

Dawson said the board could treat the proposal as 
if it was a citizens' petition, although only Marum herself 
submitted it, and they could vote to add the proposed 
bylaw as an article for the next Town Meeting warrant - 
but they did not have to. 

Selectman Stephen Gushing wondered if the 
board could force the Planning Board to address this 
matter, or simply pass it on.

"This just strikes me as odd,'' stated Gushing. 

It is a little unusual, said Dawson, but it could be 
addressed by the selectmen, again, as a citizens' petition. 

"I've been in this office a long time," said 
Ghairman Jon Henry. "I don't think we've done this 
before." 

Marum proposes adopting a Formula Business 
Bylaw sooner rather than later, in light of the proposed 
GVS project that Marum and many other Marion residents 
openly oppose. 

"The purpose and intent of the proposed Formula 
Business Regulated District would be to help protect 
Marion from the intrusions of chain stores and franchises 
. . . and the potential negative impact they would have 
on Marion's special character, local business-based 
economy, economic vitality, and historical relevance and 
experience," wrote Marum in her letter to the board. 

Although none of the selectmen opposed the idea, 
none wanted to take any action, deferring to the Planning 
Board.

Walega, the MRC units are comprised of volunteers 
in the medical profession, including doctors, nurses, 
pharmacists, veterinarians, and medics, among other 
professionals, but also non-medically oriented individuals 
to assist in providing organizational and logistic support 
in the event of an emergency. 

Walega said the Rochester MRC for example, 
responded to HlNl with immunization clinics and shelter 
needs during blizzards and hurricanes. These are but a 
few^ of the ways the MRC serves the public. 

"We recognize that our volunteers are limited 
in number,'' said Walega on November 3 before the 
Rochester Board of Selectmen, "and our community- 
based MRC could and should be stronger." 

Walega said the MRC is in the process of 
reorganizing in order to unite with Marion as one MRC 
unit. She is also soliciting more volunteers for MRC 
efforts. 

"We need people who might be leaders, or have 
strong organizational skills, or have an interest in logistics 
or communication," said Walega. "We need people who 
can assist with security, traffic flow, and parking." She 
continued, "We also need people who can assist with 
child care." 

Accompanying Walega, Vincent Ryan said the 
MRC needs roughly 67 people in order to function. 

"Unfortunately we don't have 67 people," said 
Ryan. "It's very important that this town support itself." 

The MRC will hold a meeting on November 13 at 
7:00 pm at the Rochester Council on Aging at 66 Dexter 
Lane, and asked interested parties to attend or contact her 
through the Board of Health at 508-763-5421 or 508-748- 
3530. 

In other matters, the selectmen approved an 
updated town employee vehicle use policy, limiting the 
use of town-owned vehicles strictly to town employees 
only, unless in an emergency situation. 

The board also briefly spoke with Conservation 
Agent Laurell Farinon, who said the Rochester Open 
Spaces Plan will expire in 2015 and a new Open Space 
Action Committee needs to be established.

Chairman Cries, "It was a Mistake!'"^ 

Mattapoisett Planning Board- 
By Marilou Newell 

'I'm the chairman. It was my fault if something 
was done wrong. I take full responsibility. We never 
proposed the zoning bylaws/' said Mattapoisett Planning 
Board Chairman Tom Tucker on November 3. 

This came in response to Mattapoisett resident 
Bonne DaSousa's reading of an open letter to the board. 
DaSousa has been trying to find out how zoning bylaw 
changes got into the warrant for the Fall Special Town 
Meeting, and she had questions about a letter sent to the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen from the Planning Board. 

DaSousa asked the Planning Board to ''correct 
the record regarding the [Planning Board's] letter." She 
also asked them for "a constructive review" of the events 
leading up to the Fall Special Town Meeting that resulted 
in the error. 

During a follow-up interview. Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne provided clarification 
on the sequence of events of the zoning bylaw changes 
proposed by Brad Saunders of D+E LLC (a Bay Club 
partner) as they took place over the past few months. 

Gagne said that on September 16 he asked 
Planning Board Secretary Tammy Ferreira if the Planning

Board was submitting zoning articles for the Special Town 
Meeting. She replied affirmatively and sent Gagne the 
proposed changes from Saunders that had been vetted 
through the public process. Gagne sent the documents 
on to town counsel for review and editing into proper 
language for the warrant. 

On September 22, according to Gagne, town 
counsel returned those documents to Gagne, who in turn 
sent them on to Director of Inspectional Services Andy 
Bobola and to Ferreira. 

Gagne said on October 8 Ferreira submitted 
a letter to Gagne, along with original zoning bylaw 
proposals from Saunders, as the 'report' from the 
Planning Board that he had requested. 

Gagne read that letter at Town Meeting; however, 
Ferreira's letter incorrectly stated that the Planning Board 
voted in favor of amending the articles. 

DaSousa was successful in motions from the 
Town Meeting floor that postponed voting on the zoning 
changes indefinitely. 

At the November 3 Planning Board meeting, 
Mattapoisett resident Lisa Winsor said that what was 
"really disturbing" was the huge communication gap. 
She said the letter read by Gagne from the Planning 
Board seemed to have weight because it was referred to 
three times during the Town Meeting discourse on the 
proposed zoning changes.

DaSousa wanted to know how a private citizen 
could propose bylaw changes. Planning Board member 
Mary Grain said that private landowners can make a 
request. 

Planning Board member John Mathieu told 
DaSousa that the board follows the Attorney General's 
Office Guidebook for town clerks and planning boards. 
He said that the guidebook has been uploaded to the 
Town's website for everyone's reference. 

'T don't think anyone is trying to hide anything," 
stated Mathieu.

byways should be removed. The trees in question are 
located at 18 Crystal Spring Road, 34 River Road, and 22 
Long Plain Road. 

Sandy Hering, chairman of the Tree Committee, 
said the committee was in favor of the trees being 
removed, with the exception of the tree located at 18 
Crystal Spring Road. She said the Tree Committee did 
not see the need to remove a tree that had been planted 
by a previous tree warden and was presently healthy and 
doing no harm. 

Cote said it was imminent that NSTAR would 
heavily prune the tree, thus making it an eyesore, and that 
the Water Department was concerned about a water valve 
located nearby. 

Homeowner Raymond Hanks was present and 
made a commitment to plant another tree in a better 
location to replace the one in question that would be 
removed. 

Cote received approval to remove all the trees 
noted in the three applications. 

In other matters, Nick Harris and engineering 
representatives from McKenzie Engineering Group came 
before the board for an informal discussion regarding a 
conceptual housing development off Bowman Road. 

Brad McKenzie said they wanted to find out what 
the Town would be looking for in terms of the road and 
utilities for a SRD permit encompassing a 20-acre parcel 
and 20-lot subdivision. 

The discussion included the current state of 
Bowman Road (an unpaved public roadway), the wet 
conditions of the site, and concerns of stormwater 
drainage problems. 

McKenzie' s assertion that the site did not fall 
under review from Natural Heritage was questioned, and 
he was advised to get clarification on that point, along

with checking the 2010 SRPEDD mapping of the area. 

"I don't think Bowman Road can take another 
house on it/' said Mathieu. ''You construct a road, you 
have to drain that road, that land is wet, very flat, the 
ground has hard pan." He continued, "You've got a tough 
thing to sell," he told McKenzie. 

"We meet all the state and local regulations," 
responded McKenzie. 

Mathieu countered, "You haven't shown us 
anything." 

Harris said he had been through a similar 
situation in Freetown with a public road and five houses 
he wanted to build on it. He said the Town of Freetown 
had not approved the project, but that he had won a 
lawsuit in court. 

"If I have enough width to rebuild Bowman 
Road, I should be able to do that," said Harris. 

Tucker said, "You'll need letters from the police. 
Fire Department, highway, trip generation reports - you 
need all your ducks in a row. We've been burned too 
many times." Tucker ended his comments by saying they 
could also expect the mandate of an independent peer 
review.

Selectman Explains Enterprise Revenues 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

After months of waiting for financial explanations 
for the Waterfront Enterprise Fund, Selectman Paul Silva 
and Town Administrator Michael Gagne were ready to 
present the board details on how the fund has historically 
been financed and how it will be funded moving 
forward. Two significant changes were noted in Gagne' s 
presentation. 

First, the Town will now request state approval 
via special legislation that will allow 100-percent of all 
boat excise taxes collected to be fully accrued to the

Waterfront Enterprise Fund. Second, Gagne has changed 
the percentage charged to the Waterfront Enterprise Fund 
for clerical work performed by the treasurer, tax collector, 
accountant and town administrator 

In previous years, the Waterfront Enterprise 
Fund had received only 50-percent of the collected boat 
excise taxes and had paid a slightly higher percentage 
for fixed clerical costs. Fixed clerical costs will now be 
scaled back to reflect a more accurate figure, Gagne 
said. Those changes equate to: excise taxes from 
approximately $23,000 annually to $30,000. As for fixed 
costs, those changes are: town administrator from 
5-percent to 3-percent (approximately $5,000 to $3,000); 
accountant 5-percent to 3-percent (approximately $3,500 
to $2,000); accounting clerical from 5-percent to 3-percent 
(approximately $2,200 to $1,330); and treasurer/ collector 
from 5-percent to 4-percent (approximately $3,000 to 
$2,400). Tax clerical services and Board of Selectmen costs 
remain at 3-percent or approximately $309. 

Once the state signs off on the change of excise 
taxes collected, the Waterfront Enterprise Fund will 
receive 100-percent. 

Silva explained the details with spreadsheets 
and other documents on how the Waterfront Enterprise 
account is funded and the associated expenses. When all 
was said and done, the board had a clear picture moving 
forward on how funds are received and expended to their 
satisfaction as was Harbormaster Jill Simmons, whose

task it is to manage the Waterfront Enterprise Fund. 

The changes mean that the fund should have 
approximately $11,000 in reserve at the end of fiscal year 
2015. 

In conclusion, Silva asked the MAB to 
look towards fee increases that take inflation into 
consideration. He also asked the board to look forward 
and determine the types of projects the waterfront may 
need in the coming years, including projects that should 
come before the Capital Finance Committee. 

Simmons' report to the MAB noted the hiring of 
James Sullivan as assistant harbormaster, calling him ''a 
talented addition to the department with excellent job 
skills.'' She also said that new dinghy docks have been 
completed, adding 16 new slots. 

A new Eagle Scout project is about to begin, 
Simmons shared, as local Boy Scout Adam Perkins, 16, 
of Troop 0053 has asked permission to build new kayak 
racks at the Town Wharf for his Eagle requirement. 
Perkins and his parents are accepting donations in 
material or cash to offset costs associated with the project. 
Contact Simmons at harbormaster@mattapoisett.net for 
more details. 

Simmons said that the Town's public restrooms 
are now closed for the season. Docks will be removed 
in the coming week, and people will be informed that 
dinghies need to be removed.

"7.3.2.1. If a mooring is found to he off station the 
Harbormaster shall notify the permit holder of the situation and 
instruct same to have the mooring placed hack on station within 
seven days. If the mooring is not place hack on station within 
the seven-day period, the Harhormaster may have the mooring 
either removed or placed hack on station at the permit holder's 
expense. Notwithstanding the previous, if the Harhormaster 
deems the off-station mooring to present an immediate danger 
the Harhormaster may, without notifying the permit holder, 
have the mooring either immediately removed or immediately 
placed hack on station at the permit holder's expense." 

The MAB voted to insert this addition into the 
working document. 

MAB Chairman Allen Gillis asked Silva and 
Gagne for an update on environmental issues related to 
Leisure Shores Marina. Silva and Gagne reported that 
the DEP had recently conducted a site visit to review 
waterside related activities, but nothing on the landside, 
which have been contested for some years. Gagne said 
that issues regarding boats stored on the land were 
zoning problems yet to be resolved. He said that he 
was in dialog with the State fire marshal with respect to 
flammable liquids stored onboard boats being hauled out 
of the water and stored on Ringuette's property. 

Gagne impressed upon the MAB that it was 
paramount for the Town to follow "the letter of the law'' 
in a case that he typified as "very complicated."

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sense/' stated Kokkins, that the solar facility project is 
subject to a site plan review with the Planning Board, 
although "it need not be a long, torturous process," as 
Kokkins put it. 

Kokkins said Section 9 of the solar bylaw grants 
the Planning Board blanket authority to conduct a site 
plan review. 

"A site plan review is a normal part of any 
project," said Kokkins. His solution was to draft a letter to 
Town Counsel Jon Whitten and Building Inspector Scott 
Shippey for a determination on whether Dale and Laura 
Briggs, owners of 512 County Road - the site of their 
proposed solar energy facility - should apply for a special 
permit with the Planning Board. 

Not all Planning Board members agreed with 
Kokkins on the matter. 

"The ZB A made the decision . . . that they don't 
have to," stated board member Norman Hills at the 
beginning of a relatively long debate. 

Board member Eileen Marum concurred, and 
elaborated further that the solar farm project does not 
have any impact on the neighborhood, does not require 
any Town services, utilities, stormwater drainage, 
parking, sidewalks, lighting, or any of the components of 
a standard project requiring a special permit.

on the issue. 

"It doesn't seem as if it's necessary/' stated Marum. 

But Kokkins was "firmly convinced/' as he stated 
it, that the bylaw gives the board authoritative review over 
the project, concerned with the principle of "the process" of 
any project. 

Planning Board member Rico Ferrari supported 
Kokkins' s letter seeking counsel from Whitten. 

"Just to say that we have completed this task to 
make sure that we are correct," said Ferrari. Not to stop the 
project, he specified, "just to cover us," concerned that the 
board would set the wrong precedent for future projects if 
they did not follow through with the site plan review. 

The letter seemed "reasonable" to board member 
Stephen Gonsalves. 

"Who pays for the attorney fees?" asked Ferrari. 

"We do," replied Kokkins, referring to the Town, 
not the Planning Board in particular. 

In other matters, the board discussed the current 
status of the Master Plan process, with Ferrari suggesting 
the formation of a bylaw subcommittee to look at some of 
the aspects of the bylaws some people in town might want 
to change, in light of the proposed CVS project that has 
mustered mass opposition amongst Marion residents. 

"[The CVS project] has spawned a need to rush, 
rush, rush to get some bylaws," said Ferrari, expressing 
concern over the haste, although he said he considers the 
endeavor to hone the bylaws "a noble cause," and that he 
agrees there is a need for it. 

"I have issues with moving too quickly," said 

Ferrari. 

Hills said that until the Town goes "further down 
the road," board members will not know what changes in 
the bylaws will be required. 

Rico cautioned the board on how they "approach 
things and say things" so board members do not "prejudice 
[their] vote." 

"You have to be very cautious of that," repeated 

Ferrari. 

Also during the meeting, the board approved the 
plans for the demolition of the Great Hill water tower, 
which will be replaced with a new, smaller water tower.

The board also gave feedback on a preliminary 
site plan review for Dan Crete of Salt Works Marine, 
located at 291 Wareham Street.

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Committee. Now there is an opportunity for those 
individuals who want to pursue a solar garden agenda 
to do so on private land with private investment. This is 
where such a project should have been developed from 
its inception. The site is located on environmentally 
benign undeveloped private land. Marion taxpayers 
will no longer be needed to underwrite the self -insured 
contingent environmental liabilities of the solar site on the 
landfill. 

Using the Town landfill has never been a good 
option from a liability, public policy or cost stand point. 
Let the landfill rest in peaceful repose free of risk from cap 
damage, potential environmental release and exposure for 
costly damage, cleanup and repair. 

A 5.5 percent capitalized lease valuation of 
the proposed landfill solar project nets the Town only 
$137,279.This is the value for the developer's proposed 
twenty-year lease net of estimated Town costs. This is 
not a material value for the Town when compared to 
contingent liability exposure. 

Without a significant indemnification posted by 
the developer taxpayers are the deep pockets of last resort 
to pay these costs. 

The probability of obtaining an appropriate 
environmental indemnification from a developer is 
remote. A developer will not assume environmental 
deal risk. Requiring adequate developer indemnification 
would be a deal breaker. The EMC will be conflicted

is unlikely to walk away from this deal even if it's in the 
best interest of the Town to do so. Simply, the EMC wants 
this deal even if it's not a good one for our Town. 

Social policy too needs consideration. The EMC 
touts the virtues of a community solar garden having 
the similarities of a community vegetable garden; broad 
based and open to all residents of all income levels. 
"Solar Garden Sun Shares'' are going to be offered by the 
developer at $5,000 each. Participation will be limited. The 
average Marion home owner will not have access to this 
project, but as a taxpayer will have to back the landfill's 
contingent environmental obligations. 

There are no carve outs or set-a-sides for low 
income housing or for retirees on fixed incomes. A true 
community solar garden would address these social 
issues. This is hardly using a Town asset for broad based 
community benefit. 

Solar gardens should be privately financed 
and sited on private land. This is now being done off 
County Road by private interests. It's time the Selectmen 
move this project off the capped landfill and direct its 
destination down County Road where it belongs.

A Merry Friggin' Christmas, Starring Joel McHale 
and Robin Williams. Directed by Tristram Shapeero. 
Running time: 81 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The broad black comedy A Merry Friggin' 
Christmas was one of the last movies Robin Williams 
completed before his suicide in August, and it's difficult 
to watch it with this in mind. Williams plays Mitch 
Mitchler, a bedraggled Wisconsin old-timer who used 
to be a drunk and emotionally unavailable dad to his 
son Boyd (Joel McHale). Quite a few scenes show Mitch 
sitting in his truck or on his son's front steps looking 
devastated and depressed. I don't think Mitch's demons 
have much to do with Williams', but it's impossible to 
see Williams in this state without being taken out of the 
movie ~ and the largely feeble comedy ~ on some level. 
Past a certain point, Williams is expressing desolation and 
shame and seems all too well-acquainted with them. It 
casts a sad pall over everything else in the film. 

Boyd takes his wife (Lauren Graham) and 
two kids to the old house in Wisconsin, because his 
mom (Candice Bergen) wants a family Christmas get- 
together. Boyd is obsessed with keeping his young 
son's innocence about Santa, since Mitch so rudely and 
drunkenly disillusioned Boyd one Christmas decades ago. 
Maintaining the kid's naivete involves spending most of 
Christmas Eve on the road back to Chicago, where Boyd 
has stupidly left the kid's presents. It also involves no 
fewer than three run-ins with an unfunny highway cop 
and a near-disastrous encounter with a homeless Santa 
(Oliver Piatt) that really should' ve been fully disastrous 
if there were to be any point to it, this being a supposedly 
dark comedy. 

Television director Tristram Shapeero (who 
helmed twenty-some Community episodes, among 
others), making his feature debut, doesn't sustain much 
of a style or a tone; the movie will replace Scrooged or 
The Ref in nobody's heart, despite a cast full of ringers 
(including Clark Duke, Wendi McLendon-Covey and Tim 
Heidecker). The satirical shots at dysfunctional family 




gatherings are so tired as to be nonexistent, and at about 
the halfway mark the script just spins its wheels, going 
back and forth between Williams, McHale and Duke on 
the road doing unfunny things and the rest of the family 
back home doing unfunny things ~ there's a drunk- 
dancing scene with Bergen and Graham sure to mortify 
fans of both actresses, and there's pointless gross-out 
ancient-pickle-eating. 

Meanwhile, Robin Williams shuffles around 
looking angry and depressed ~ more so than the script 
would justify. More than once I felt I could sense him 
thinking "Is this it? Is this what it was all for, me doing 
a TV show that gets cancelled after one season, and then 
doing low-budget weak tea like this that'll barely get a 
theatrical release? And stuff like this is what I have to 
look forward to getting up in the morning to act in, until 
the Parkinson's takes me apart piece by piece?" I submit 
that in a better movie none of these thoughts (which 
were simply me projecting) would have been relevant; I 
would only have been glad to see Williams again. But the 
man, great as he was, did not always have the greatest 
judgment in selecting projects. This, sadly, is one of the 
final examples.
